THE COUNTY OF MENEFEE. 

The call of the counties was being gone 
through with in the House, when Carroll, the 
county represented by the Hon. Jesse D, 
Bright, being reached, that gentleman arose 
and announced that the Committee on Propo- 
sitions and Grievances had becn for some days 
ready to report a bill, drafted in accordance 
with the wishes of the people concerned, for 
the organization of a new county, to be called 
Menefee, to be composed of portions of Mor- 
gan, Wolf, Bath, Powell, Estill and Magoffin, 
and that he willingly surrendered any right 
he might be possessed of under the 
call to enable that committee to report. 
Leave was thereupon given and the commit- 
tee reported the billaccordingly,which passed 
the House nem con. A county-seat is to be 
eclected for the county by certain designated 
commissioners, and the county organization 
is to go into effect on the first of May. The 
bill will of course be concurred in by the 
Senate. Menefee county, it is scarcely neccs-
